As the result of an 
explosion, of 


dynamite at Henderson's Point aibout 
two o'clock Saturday afternoon, one 
Italian workman' received' 
injuries 


ivhkih shortly after proved fatal and 
two others -were so badly hurt that 
there is .but slight chance for their 
recovery. 


The explosion came without "warn- 


ing and the three men, who were in 
the immediate vicinity, -were blown 
some distance away. The detonation 
was deafening and the air, 
for 


several moments, was filled witih diist 
When this had cleared away, the man 
were discovered lying in the midst of 
the debris thrown out iby the explo- 
sion. They were all moaning 'pitifully 
and were covered with blood. 


The vjctimis! were taken to the na- 


val hcspital where the surgeons did 
all possible to relieve their 
suffer- 


ings. 


It was imm-sdSfijJely evident that 


one of the onea, whose name was 
given as Dominico lofolla, must die. 
Great holes had 'been torn la his 
body and he was a terrible sight. His 
two -comiijanion'Si Giovanni Grcssiand 
Domittico Car-d-aroime,, were not so 
severely injured. The three men were 
working close together, but lofolla re- 
ceived $ia force of the explcsion. 


After the "wounds of the men had 


been, dressed, th'?y were sent to the 
Cottage hospital in this -city in the 
navy yard ambulance. When thie^a 
bulanoe arrived at its' destination, it 
was found that lofclla. <wa& dead. 


The other men, whose injuries were 


not at first 'believed to be fatal, were 
found to be in a very bad condition1, 
indeed. Inquiry at the Cottage hospi- 
tal this noon elicte-d the 
infonma- 


tion that -both. Gr-osso end Cadaronne 
•were fairly comfortable, ibut that the 
chances for their recovery were nc 
great.

A bad accident occurred: on the 


Portsmouth & Exeter electric line on 
Saturday evening 
'Several 
persons 


were more or less severely shaken 
uip and forulsed, others had a very 
narrow escaipe, and a horse owned 
by True Rdby of Greenland and val- 
ued at $200 was instantly killed That 
no human. lives were lost is consid- 
ered marvelous. 


Car No. 6, leaving Exeter for this 


dty at 7:45 o'clock, -was in charge of 
Conductor E. P. Austin and his broth- 
er, W. Austin, as motorman 
Just 


after the -car crossed the line from 
Exeter into Strathaim, Motorman Aus- 
tin noticed a runaway horse oni the 
track ahead, dashing directly toward 
the car 


Thinking a collision inevitable., he 


applied; the 
brakes 
with all 
his 


strength when the car, a four-wheel- 
er, jumped! the rails and striking the 
ice bosidei thei roacj< shtft forward 
with terrific force. 
First it struck a 


telephone ipolei, which "was snapped 
off like a ipSpe stem, and then crashed 
into a tree. The front of the car was 
literally smashed to kindling wood, 
while every seat on the 'inside was 
ripped and! twisted from its fasten- 
ing's. 


At the time of the accident there 


were a. dozen or fifteen1 people in the 
car, five of them (being women." The 
passengers were thrown- in; all direc- 
tion^ anid anany of them were serious- 
ly 'bruised and cut. 


The moiorman stu'ck to his 
post 


until tlie first shock hurled him1 to the 
opposite corner of the vestibule, and 
althourh every part of the vestibule 
was splintered awl broken ,he es- 
caped with a, few bruises and scratch- 
es. 


Tho conductor 'was not BO fortun* 


ate. Tie stood at the rear of the car 
and WAS» thrown over three seats, anil 
struck a fourth with great violence. 
He sustained a severe cut* on, the leg, 
and many bruises.

The sudden application of the .brakes, 
even though the car wore going at a 
moderate speed, .might, it is said, 
have caused the accident. . 


The wrecking crow from the Hamp- 


ton barns, under Foreman Richard 
L. Jones, had the wreckage cleared 
away three hours after the accident. 
The rear of the wrecked car was tak- 
en to Hampton, and the remanants of 
the front portion were gathered up 
and thrown on a fiat car, 
where it 


resem'bled a pile of junk.

Mass., from July, 1778, to January, 
1779. 
These bills are 
printed on 


coarse white paper, but turned yel 
low with age, evidently two sheets 
having been pasted together to give 
the required stiffness. 
They are of 


different denominations ,each denom- 
ination having a different cut upon 
the back, also upon the face. 
The 


hacks carry 
pictures 
of 
different 


leaves and the fronts pictures pertain- 
ing to farm or woodcraft life. 


Each 'bill is numfopred citlu'r in red 


or black ink and counteisigned by 
two paities, one in red—the other in 
black ink. The face certifies that tho 
holder is entitled to receive 
Spanish milled dollars or value there- 
of. In the lot there arc 1 two, 1 
four, 5 five, 5 six, 4 seven and 7 eight 
iollar bills, making in all $145.

and well being than many are apt to 
suppose. It Is the anniversary of the 
Young People's Society of Christian 
Endeavor. 


The Christian Endeavor society was 


organized in 1881, since which time its 
growth has been marvelous. In 1891 
there were 16,274 societies, with nearly 
1,000,000 members, and in 1901 there 
were 61,427 societies, with a member- 
ship of '3,700.000. There are now 02,- 
194 societies, with nearly 4,000,000 
members. 


The strength of tbe organization Is 


in the United States. Canada, Great 
Britain and Australia, but there ore 
national Christian Endeavor unions in 
twelve other countries, and there are 
local societies wherever there ore mis- 
sionaries* or other church workers. 


The fundamental Idea of the Chris- 


tian Endeavor movement is the doing 
of wuat Christ would like to have done 
and the doing of this Inside tbe local 
church to which any particular society 
belongs. There Is no attempt to legis- 
late for the conscience or to lay down 
articles of faith. The society is in ef- 
fect tho training school for churches of 
all denominations. 


At the anniversary meeting in Bos- 


ton u new thought will come into Chris- 
tian Endeavor work. A greeting from 
President Uoosevelt will be read, in 
which the president refers to the prom- 
inence of the Christian Endeavor so- 
cieties in the work for interdenomina- 
tional and international Christian fel- 
lowship nnd commends the societies for 
the stand they have taken for Id'/-Is of 
£uc citizenship. Then he suggests that 
the movement should stand also "for 
the cultivation not alone of a high 
standard of civic and social righteous- 
ness, but of strength, courage and com- 
mon sense necessary for living up to 
such a standard." 


This greeting Is undoubtedly In keep- 


Ing with tho real spirit of the Christian 
Endeavor movement, though it gives 
timely emphasis to the necessity for 
strength, courage and common sense In 
reducing to practice the talk about high 
ideals and high standards. 
Such an 


organization of Intelligent and consci- 
entious young men nnd women, actuat- 
ed with such high ideals nnd possess- 
ing the strength, courage and common 
sense to put them Into force, Is a pow- 
er for unrneastrable good in the world.

For eight years I wrestled with the 


difficult task of maintaining a labor 
paper. Xesrly fifteen years ago I gave 
up the game, but while I live I shall re- 
member some of the experiences ot 
those eight years. I was younger then 
than I am now and was full of fight. 
which was well, as it was a constant 
battle. The fighting wasn't what wor- 
ried me; it vras the- habit I, with other 
labor editors, got into of running snort 
of ammunition. It Un't so hard a job 
now. and I am delighted to know that 
there are labor papers today that make 
themselves and their editors a good liv- 
ing. 


It may not be amiss for me to rehite 


two episodes 4n my career as a labor 
newspaper proprietor. They may tend 
to prevent the millionaire labor editors 
of today from becoming too confident, 
and there may be those in whose pres- 
ent day experiences will be found simi- 
lar hardships that will strike a re- 
sponsive chord. The pair of incidents 
are, in a way. related because of the 
fact that a watch figured in each. The 
main point to the stories is, however, 
that they depict two kinds of reform- 
ers—the two extremes. 


During the eix years that I owned 


and edited tbe Labor 'Enquirer of Den- 
ver I bad many ups and downs, with 
the downs always n little ahead in the 
score. About every so often 1 would 
reach a point beyond which it seemed 
Impossible for me to go. With my pock- 
ets empty, my accounts at the paper 
store and tbe pressroom as large as 
the owners of those establishments 
were willing to allow them to become, 
it was sometimes a gloomy prospect. It 
was usually the case that I had been 
for weeks before reaching tbis last 
ditch sotting all my own type, not be- 
ing able to employ compositors. In 
those times the Labor Enquirer, which 
wos an advocate of the eight hour day, 
failed to practice what it proached. Sis- 
teen hours a day was the rule I worked 
under then. 


Why didn't I give up the apparently 


Impossible task of trying to make a la- 
bor paper go? Well, if you don't know 
why I stuck °to the hopeless undertak- 
ing you have never been an enthusiast 
or bunked with n man who was one. 
Probably you will say 1 was u fool, and 
maybe I was, but I wouldn't exchange 
the remembrances I have of those days 
for a great deal. You must know that I 
w«g not the only one making sacrifices 
for "the cause." There were men. and 
women, too. who gave much more than 
they could spare time and again to help 
get the paper out. If I was a fool, 
what were they? Let me tell you what 
they were: They were of those whom 
we call the salt of the earth, the bruvcsi 
and truest men and women I have ever 
known. They loved humanity and wort1 
willing to make any sacrifice within 
their power to improve the condition of 
their fellow men. They might have 
been mistaken in their choice of a ua.y 
In which to put forth their efforts, but 
their hearts were sound if their judg 
ment was at fault. 


It is about 0:10 Of these- true souls, 


God love him, that I am going to tell 
you now. He was only an ordinary 
workinguinn. a clerk in n notion store, 
and his sulavy— save the mark— was but 
$10 a week. He \\as a member of an 
assembly of the Knights of Labor, and 
while he received no help from organi- 
zation. the clerks not being organized 
at that time, he was a stanch defender 
of trades unionism and every form of 
labor combination or social reform. Ho 
was a great believer in education as an 
important agency for the emancipation 
of tho wajp slave and thought that n 
paper devoted to the cause was abso- 
lutely essential to the progress of the 
niovt'inojit in every community. On 
half a dozen occasions he hud saved the 
Enquirer from death by u contribution 
from his meager store of funds, but it 
Is of one particular time that I want to 
toll yon. 


He came into the little back room 1 


called my otlice one day anil found me 
In tho grasp of the "blue devils." It 
was a case of thorough dejection. I 
was done to a turn— not a dime In my 
pocket, not a sheet of white paper at 
the printer's that I could call my own 
and my account up to the limit at the 
paper warehouse. 


"I'm flattened out this time beyond 


resuscitation," 1 said in answer to his 
question, and I explained the situation 
to him, as I had done many times be- 
fore. 


He stood for a minute thinking, then 


sold: "I am broke, too, but I've got an 
idea. Keop a stiff upper lip for n quar- 
ter of an hour, and I'll be back," and 
out he went. 


In less than the time he mentioned I 


heard him coming up the stairs two 
steps at a time. Hushing into the room, 
he sprang to my side and thrust a 
twenty dollar bill Into my hand, with 
the words: "I thought It would go. You 
cun't stick mo." 


If you were never In the situation 1 


tvns In then, you haven't any idea of 
how 1 felt at that moment, and I am 
not going to try to tell you. 


"Whore did you get It?" I asked. 
"Hung up the old watch." 
"Why 
did you do that?" 


"We had to have tho money, didn't 


we?" 


"I can't sec where the 'we' comes In. 


You 1m vc givct me the money, and you 
get nothing out of It." 


"Don't nay that, because you know 


bolter, oiid we'll drop the subject." 


Toll yon bis n«me? I will not; yoo 


wouldn't recogaiM It If yov didn't hap-

Now let me tell you about the otbei 


fellow, and I won't tell you bis name, 
either. If you can guemi it, all right. 
but deo't waste a postage stamp ask- 
ing me to say whether your guesg it 
right or not 


In January, 1887, I went to Chicago 


and started a labor paper, which 1 
called the Chicago Enquirer. There j 
wasn't any particular reason why I 
should stick to that word Enquirer, but 
I did it, nevertheless. 'For about six 
months I owned both the Denver and 
Chicago papers, when I sold (?) the for- 
mer. In Chicago I went through the' 
same experiences that had been mine 
for six years in Denver, but tbe misery • 
didn't extend over so long a^period, 01 j 
I probably wouldn't be alive to tell the' 
tale today. 
j 


In September, 1888, after several 


smking spells, interspersed .with tem- 
porary rallies, I found myself face to 
face with the hardest proposition ot! 
my career as a labor editor. You see,' 
tbe labor men and women of Chicago! 
were not so foolish as the little party 
which had backed me up for so long in 
Denver. Another attack of the "blue 
devlls."^and a bad one this time. 


As I sat alone in my little shop a vis- 


itor entered. This was a man not un- 
known to fame, though, truth to say, be 
was one whose greatness was tbe result 
of a thrust He was not born that way, 
nor had he achieved greatness. He was, 
or thought he was, a social reformer of 
a certain school, and—now don't sneer, 
for I am telling you the truth—he was 
the nominee of the adherents of that 
school for president of the United 
States. 


In the course of tbe conversation be- 


tween my visitor and myself he made 
known that be bad called to secure the 
support of my influential (?) journal In 
his candidacy for the chief magistracy 
of the nation. There was nothing to do 
but to tell him the'truth about the finan- 
cial condition of the paper. This I pro- 
ceeded to do. I informed him that there 
was nothing left to me but a mort- 
gaged plant, that my money was all 
gone and that I had nothing left upon 
which to realize, that all of my wife's 
little trinkets had gone to the pawn- 
shop and that all she had left was a 
gold watch which I had given her as a 
Christmas present some years before 
and tbat she and I had been tempted to 
pawn tbat to get out one more issue of 
the paper. 


My i isitor remained for half an hour 


or more, and as he was about ready to 
go he remarked: 


"I guess I can let you have the money 


to get out another issue, and something 
may turn up in a few days to put you 
on your feet again." 


Full of hope in a minute—my beset- 


ting slu in those days—I jumped to my 
feet and cried: "Will you? Bully for 
you!" 


But in the next minute you could 


have knocked me down with a feather, 
for this savior, not only of my poor 
little paper, but of the enslaved and dis- 
inherited toilers of the land, turned to 
mo and asked, with the caution of the 
Ideal Shylock: 


"Have you got the watch here?" 
He wanted me to put up my wife's 


watch as security. Did I do it? you ask. 
My oldest child is carrying that watch 
today, and I don't think he would be- 
if it had ever gone into the hands of 
the gentleman who wanted to be presi- 
dent of the United States. 


The Chicago Labor Enquirer never 


appeared again, and Benjamin Harri- 
son was elected president. There may 
not have been any close relationship 
between these two facts. 


I hope you'41 meet this man in a bet- 


ter world, too, and, as he didn't reach 
Washington, he has a chance.

Why !• American Labor Sonnle80? 
The songlessness of the great majori- 


ty of American working people is a sor- 
ry comment for our pace of production. 
The slower going Germans are world 
renowned for their love of song and pro- 
ficiency in instrumental music. But it 
may be doubted whether the genera- 
tions of "Americanized" Germans bold 
their fair proportion in the member- 
ship of the great singing societies with 
the first generation to emigrate from 
the fatherland. A larger proportion of 
working men and women at English in- 
dustrial centers prove to be interested 
in and capable of rendering choral and 
oratorio music than American opera- 
tives in the same or even more prosper- 
ous status. Less leisure and higher ten- 
sion in labor, together with far fewer 
opportunities for good musical training, 
account for this disparagement on this 
side of the water.—Professor Graham 
Taylor. 


Union Growth In Minnesota. 


There nre now 207 labor organiza- 


tions in Minnesota, of which 125 were 
organized during the last two years, ex- 
clusive of sixty-three railroad labor or- 
ganizations. These 207 organizations 
now have a total membership of 28,338, 
nn increase of 12,958 over tbe member- 
chip two years ago. The 125 organiza- 
tions formed in two years have a me/in- 
bershlp of 0,230, making the increase in 
membership of 
labor organizations 


more than two years old 3,710 in tbe 
lait two years. 


Pnolflo Co*«t Federation. 


There Is a movement on foot to unite 


•11 the unions on the Pacific coast into 
a federation, through which they can 
be brought in closer touch with each 
other. Tbe longshoremen have already 
such a federation or council, composed 
of local unions ot longshoremen, nnd it 
bits boon found beneficial. The move- 
ment Is not In any sense a secession, as 
all the unions will retain their affilia- 
tion with tbe American Federation of 
Ltbor.

There have been many strike*, but 


somehow this coal strike has thrown a 
limelight across our civilization. And 
really all we need Is to see. Men are 
not ill disposed, but rather dull and in- 
different. So when all ineii get a real 
glimpse of truth much has been gained. 


We have had. a glance- at the feudal: 


state. It seems like a vision of tbe 
past. The miner toiling under tbe lord, 
held to tbe so;J like au English villein, 
just living and serving, uis children 
running their little lives in the same 
master's mold. It is hardly even si 
benevolent feudalism. Mr. Baer is no 
sham liaron. He has learned Lis noble 
lesson as lord of tbe Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad company, a uue type 
of feudalism, honest, brave, virile, the 
kind to which the servile instinctively 
doff their huts. We can hear his armor 
clank when be declares tbat the rights 
of the laboring men "will be cared for 
by_ tbe Christian men to vrbom God in 
his infinite wisdom has given the con- 
trol of the property interests of the 
country." When the section of human- 
ity over which God has given him ju 
risdiction protests against bis particu- 
lar kind of care, be answers quite re- 
gally, "The duty of tbe bour is not to 
waste time negotiating with the fo 
roenters of tbis anarchy, but to do as 
was done in the war of tbe rebellion, 
restore tbe majesty of tbe law," etc. 
Let the powerful care for tbe weak 
and if the weak are not satisfied put 
them down by force. Wn can almost 
see this Duke of Alva lifting his jew- 
eled sword, with its motto, '-Accipe 
sanctum gladium munus a Deo," etc. 


But a not less Interesting figure and 


even more significant is bis "ludship" 
Sir John Jackson, who administers 
justice In the United States court for 
tbe northern district of West Virginia. 
When the leaders of the dissatisfied 
men are hated before him at bis com- 
mand, he describes them in his pub- 
lished opinion as "vampires tbat live 
and fatten on tbe honest labor of the 
coal miners." "May I not ask the ques- 
tion," he continues, "whether it is not 
time for our lawmakers to consider the 
question whether freedom of speech 
should not be so restricted by statutes 
as to suppress seditious sentiments? 
Are communism and anarchy and all 
the dire evils which follow in the train 
of such people as you who are preach- 
ing the most detestable heresies and 
doctrines to be protected by the consti- 
tution of the United States? No; never, 
never, never!" 
Then Mother Jones, 


who pleads for justice to the miners, 
gets from his "ludship" a significant 
lecture. "I cannot forbear to express 
my great surprise that a woman of the 
apparent intelligence of Mrs. Jones 
should permit herself to be used as an 
Instrument by designing and reckless 
agitators in accomplishing an object 
which Is entirely unworthy of a good 
woman. There are many charities in 
life which are open to her in which she 
could contribute largely to mankiud in 
distress. It would have been better 
far for htr to follow the lines and the 
paths which the all wise Being intend- 
ed her sex should follow." Yet on this 
very day of writing Mr. MacVeagh is 
solemnly cross examining Mr. Mitchell 
on the proposition that it is wrong to 
criticise the judges for then: decisions. 
It will be perceived that his "ludship," 
like Mr. Baer, does not hesifate to ex- 
pound the policy of the all wise Being, 
and ho is as ready to encourage charity 
as Mr. Baer doubtless is to do it. They 
are sincere too. They do not know that 
the gulf between charity and justice is 
wide and unfathomable. 


These are merely side lights on the 


Pennsylvania and West Virginia situa- 
tions. 


What a weird, almost demoniac re- 


sponse came to these mediaeval senti- 
ments of Baer and bis "ludship!" It 
quite shifts the scene and changes the 
characters. 
Baer was not concerned 


with the public; his "ludship" was try- 
ing to teach wisdom to the strikers. 


But up rolls a voice of thunder from 


multitudes who were not parties to the 
contest at all—strange and inconse- 
quential, "We challenge your right to 
make us freeze." While Mr. Baer is 
claiming property in the rights of men, 
men couie in claiming rights to his 
property. Thousands who are quite In 
different whether the miner is under 
Mr. Baer's heel or not are all at once 
protesting that he must use his prop 
erty to keep them warm — new nnd 
startling claims, quite contrary to what 
feudalism 
baa 
painfully 
preserved 


through the centuries. Very sudden, 
too; the fire goes out, we shiver, and 
lo! we find that tbe owner of the coal 
mine owes us heat 


The next thought seems BO plain now 


(but, oh, how heterodox it seemed be- 
fore we shivered): "Why should Mr. 
Baer and a few like him lock up from 
us the bounty of God; why should they 
even own it?" "If all men need coal, 
why should not all men own the coal?" 
"Why 
should we, then, not take this 


precious store and use It for the good of 
all?" 


Men have been teaching this very 


thing for years, who, by the way, did 
well to keep out of bis "ludshipV path. 
Parties and leaders wbo taught it 
•earned dangerous in the columns of 
tbe feudal press. Just a shiver and even 
•we are startled by the public's de- 
mands. In the twinkling of an eye a 
great truth comes bome to millions of 
men who liavo been sneering nt Its 
prophets. All thanks to Mr. Baer, wbo 
has turned prophecies and hopes into 
realitlM. 


But this Is not tbe greatest of Mr. 


Baer's SOT***. Has b* a* also ta*«** 
BS the difference between geauine and 
bx«u* streiriMMity.' He mtreljr IMS an 
article that i* real, for be faces tfce 
president of tue United Btattt with de- 
fiance. Hi* »treuuo«ity it vented upon 


leader of the greatest uatlou on 


Imagine tbe reception tbat Mr. Baer 


would Lave received from Thomas Jef- 
ferson, Andrew Jackson or Abraham 
Lincoln. I for one citizen feel tbat tbe 
majesty of tbe nation suffered when 
its president humbly swallowed tbe de- 
fiance of this property owner. 


Tbe president stated truly that the 


three parties to tbe situation were the 
operators, tb« miner* and tbe general 
public. The operators bad Mr. Baer and 
tbe miners Mr. Mitchell, both stench 
champions. How pitiable was the de- 
fense of tbe general public! 


Here again the fine adjustment of the 


feudal system is in evidence; it does 
not operate against tbe lord. Tbe presi- 
dent of tbe United States has at his 
command all the powerful machinery 
of tbe department of justice. An at- 
torney general is tbe law officer of the 
government, with subordinates and 
marshals In every district. The two 
state governors who were involved in 
tbis contest bad similar powers and like 
attorneys general; yet not a move was 
made in any court. We find, however, 
tbat in tbe case of tbe United States 
versus Haggerty, in which his "lud- 
ship" spoke as above quoted, Reese 
Blizzard, United States district attor- 
ney, appeared in favor of a rule for 
contempt against tbe defendants. It 
was the same in tbe Debs case at Chi- 
cago — the attorney general and his dis- 
trict attorneys rushed 
troops am1 


Judges against tbe strikers, but none 
appeared In their favor. 


It is true tbat Mr. Morgan finally took 


alarm at public sentiment and vouch- 
safed to the president tbe appointment 
of a tribunal of arbitration. But it is 
pitiable that the whole machinery of 
government stood still while public In- 
dignation beat against Mr. Morgan. 


If the president had instructed the at 


torncy general to proceed for tbe relief 
of the public by asking the courts to 
appoint receivers to operate tke mines, 
the very act would have forced tbe im- 
pudent operators, not to arbitrate, but 
to settle with their miners. If the pros 
ideiit had summoned congress in ex- 
traordinary session and demanded irn 
mediate action, his mere summons 
would have solved the difficulty. , 


A congressional committee found «nt? 


reported In 1893 that the miners w«t 
under mouopoFTstic control. No fact I" 
more notorious. The arrest of Mr. Baei 
and h's associates for violation of th* 
statutes of the United States (18^3 
chapter G7) against unlawful monono 
lies would have^ restored some conft 
dence that the law applies to the strong 
as well as the vreak. Governors Stow 
and OJell had like powers, but :ippar 
ently the machinery of justice has beeii 
thrown out of gcur by Mr. Uaer's anc 
Mr. Morgan's touch. 


TU.J Boston Herald lapsed one das 


into tUis explanation: "While equilj 
proceedings have been resorted to in <2e 
fense of the interests of the public 
when labor is involved, there is tk'cUL't. 
hesitancy to apply the same remodj 
when treating of evils due to coiporuU j 
or 
cr.;>italistic disregard 
of 
pnHU i 


rights." It was this sunn- hesltancj 
that afflicted President Uoosevelt anc 
his attorney general. It was as effective 
as n nfusal. 


Mr. Baer, railroad president, faces 


section 5, article 17 of the constitution 
of Pennsylvania, which forbids com 
mon carriers from engaging directly ot 
indirectly in mining. Tho state has tLf 
right of eminent domain to take tin 
mines ami may cancel the charter^ oi 
the iai!roads and mining comi):inios~bj 
an net of the legislature. But Govcruo; j 
Stone hud only troops with which to 
meet the problem. 


The real masters of the governments 


and people Lave been disclosed in this 
affair, and In the light of the revcla 
tions it is" not strange that Mr. Baei 
was bold, the president humble uud the 
people were dependent upon Mr. Mor 
gau's caution. 


It is not to be wondered at that the 


present arbitration commission appear.* 
to be fitting at the trial of miners jiud 
of trade unionism rather than vindi- 
cating in advance the right of labor to 
organize for its own defense. 


Souio day we may hope for public offi 


cers who will "restore the majesty of 
the law" by enforcing it for the weal. 
as well as the powerful. But so long as 
the feudal defiance finds the irnple 
montb of justice without hands ' wt1 
shall have those woeful struggles be 
tween monopoly and labor, witli the 
chances always in favor of the former. 
—George Tred. Wi'liams in Arena.

The Coal Situation. 


Whoever may be at fault, whether 


the coal producing and coal carrying 
companies, the independent operators 
tr the miners, there today exists in 
this country a condition more deplor- 
able and distressing than has ever be- 
fore existed in time of peace. 


A midwinter fuel famine prevails 


with all its dire results. The gravity 
of the situation is told with startling 
details in all the newspapers. In hun- 
dreds of cities and towns there has 
been and is now great distress, and in 
maiiy places people have been driven 
to overt acts of disorder to save them- 
selves and those dependent upon tbem 
from suffering and distress and per- 
haps death. In several places coal In 
transit has been openly seized by irtf uri- 
ated citizens, in some instances under 
direction of the municipal authorities 
and with the approval of the responsi- 
ble and reputable citizens, justifying 
the action on the ground of a public 
necessity which was above statute law. 
Cases of coal stealing have become al- 
most too common to excite comment. 
In a majority of arrests for such thefts 
sympathetic magistrates have discharg- 
ed the offenders with only a mild re- 
buke and frequently with such com- 
mendatory comment as to incite further 
thefts. 


Surely conditions must be intolerable 


when in time of peace and general pros- 
perity courts of justice make larceny 
immune from punishment ancl munici- 
pal authorities counsel trover and con- 
version and usually law abiding and 
orderly citizens are driven by necessity 
to such acts. 


So grave is the situation that the coal 


famine is today the uppermost topic in 
congress. Scores of antitrust bills have 
been introduced leveled at the coal 
combine, investigations have been or- 
dered by both senate and house, a bill 
has been passed by both houses and 
approved by the president admitting 
foreign coal to our ports free of duty. 
Most significant bas been tbe introduc- 
tion by the chairman of the bouse ju 
cliciary committee of a resolution which 
directs that committee to investigate 
and report upon the power of congress 
"to declare that a necessity has arisen 
for taking possession of all coal, coal 
beds and coal mines in the United 
States and all lines of transportation 
* * * necessary for the transportation 
of coal." In brief the resolution asks 
for information as to the power of the 
government of the United States to 
enter upon ownership of mines and rail 
roads. 


In former years and under less dire 


conditions such a resolution wouk 
have been regarded as trenching upon 
revolution. 
Whatever may be done J 


in relation to it by congress, it is the 
most radical proposition ever offered 
in that body. 


All this shows that our lawmakers 


and the law enforcers are beginning to 
realize that something must bo done, 
and that speedily, to relievo a condition 
which has become intolerable. Tho law 
abiding public will not long patiently 
endure such a situation, whoever may 
be at fault for Its existence. If law and 
order are to prevail, the fuel famine 
must bo quickly ended.

ICE HARVEST.

It is almost needless to urge that 


every farmer put up enough icv to use 
through the hot icautli*. For this pur- 
pose the Aniericrau Agriculturist ad- 
vises as follows: When the stream has 
beer; dammed or the j>oiid cleared of 
sticks nnd stones, select the tools nec- 
essary for the ice harvest, which, are 
an ice auger, tapping ax. ice fork, sev- 
eral ice hooks, packing chisel, ice tongs 
and a large ice saw. If a horse is to be 
used, aa ice plow will be necessary. 
When the ice is about fourteen inches 
thick, the work of cutting can begin. 
On a very small scale it is easil.\possi- 
b!e to cut the ice without using an ice 
plow. The blocks can be sawed out

with tho large saw. In latitudes of the 
middle south it may not be possible to { 
get ice fourteen inches thick. 
Fre- 


quently cakes six or eight inches thick 
have been stored with very satisfac- 
tory results. If the ice plow is to be j 
used for cutting, go over the field care-' 
fully and mark all air boles or shallow ' 
places so these may be avoided. The 
quality is always of first importance; 
hence choose only those portions of the 
icefield which are pure and free from 
contamination in any way. Good ice 
can be secured from streams and 
ponds, but great care must be exercised 
to prevent the storing of ice that might 
contain disease germs. 


After the ice has been sawed into 


blocks it Is floated through a channel 
previously prepared to a landing place, 
where it may be run off to an icehouse 
alongside the pond or river or loaded 
directly on to wagons and taken to the 
home icehouse. In filling the house 
choose freezing weather if possible, as 
tbe cakes will then go in hard and dry. 
If the weather is soft and the ice con- 
tains some water, the cakes freeze to- 
gether, causing au immense amount of 
labor in cutting them out. Not only Is 
the work difficult, but there is a great 
deal of breakage.- Where it is stored 
dry and cold there need be but little 
loss from either cause. 


As the cakes of ice come into the ice- 


house they should bo stored at the far- 
ther end first and gradually filled in 
toward the front. Through the back 
and center of the storeroom the work is 
done most rapidly. Use a wooden skid 
for unloading the ice. In this way it 
can be moved to any part of the room 
without much lifting. As the cakes 
come along the skid grasp them with 
an ice hook and guide to one side or the 
other, as desired. 


There are several methods of pack- 


Ing icn, and almost any one can do the 
work according to his own idea. If the 
ice is very thjn, place the first two 
eoursea on odrre, par-king as closely to- 
gether ris p )<--<iV>U>. 
T:i:- succeeding 


courses may be placed flat in the saint1 
position they occupied in the water. 
Arrange the cakes one directly above 
the other, leaving a space of two inch- 
es or more on each side. In every five 
or six courses break a joint. The roa- 
Htm for this arrangement is that the 
ice on the floor of the house wastes 
rapidly, and by placing the cakes on 
edge tbe minimum loss is obtained. 
Tho breaking of joints prevents the cir-

< .ilatlon of air, which Is very destruc- 
tive to ice. Tlio top courses should bo 
laid very closely together. Rrokcn cakes 
hhould never bo stored. 


When the house has been fillod, cover 


with dry shavings or sawdust ten to 
twelve inches ilecp, close the entrance 
opening and fill in with sawdust or 
oilier packing. Every effort should be 
iiutde to prevent the circulation of air. 
It is not very difficult to keep ice dur- 
ing the winter, but when the warm 
days of spring set In n certain amount 
of ventilation Is very Important. All 
stenm or vapor arising from the ice 
should be got rid of ns soon as possible.

When the limp cornea 
for using thfi JCP, plnn to open tlic door 
Only early In the morning, before the 
air warm* up outside.

When feeding their sheep grain, peo- 


ple may make aiid try a dozen differ- 
ent kinds of feeding racks and not Had 
one better than the one here illus>traUxl, 
says a National Stockman correspond- 
ent, who di'M-ribes tl»e rack as follows: 
Last winter after making isoiue like 
the.plans given in "farm pajx-rs uiy 
hired man and I s>et out to make one 
to suit our own fancy, and it couies 
nearer my ideal of a good trough than 
any 1 ha\e ever M¥en or trUil. 
Yet 


there is one objection v.'Jikli is rarely 
overcome in any eoiubined feed trough 
and rack. The young laiuLs pvrM.-t in 
Using it for a »:ife place in wiiieh to 
take their morning nap, and no matter 
Low nicely their own Kttle pailor is 
furnl.-hed wiili dainty fi-ed and bed- 
ding they dt-bght to spend part of tlidr 
time on the dining table of the old 
sheep. 


The trough is made of inch poplar 


lumber, with the exception of the siats 
on the rack, which are of elm, a half 
inch thick and two and n half ineho;; 
wide. The trough is l:i feet long, 1<; 
inches wide, '2- inches high and from 
the top of the sides it is tapered to a 
point. The sides are six Inch boards, 
nailed on the edge of the bottom, thus 
making it live inches deep. The legs 
are three inches wide and extend six 
inches below the bottom. These, nailed 
to the ends and made tlush with the 
sloping part, make the base about 
twenty-six inches wide, which insures 
it against being turned over by the 
sheep. 


The rack part is made by nailing the 


slats, which are nineteen inches long, 
one foot apart on pieces 3 inches wide 
and 12 feet long. These racks are 
hlngod to the sides of the trough so 
that they rest on the ends of the trough 
when closed. On the upper part of the 
rack, at cither end, a email chain 
about two feet long is fastened, and on 
the other half of the rack there is a 
hook to secure the chain. Either side 
of the rack may be opened full length 
of the chain or at any width desired.

When closed, the chains hold the rack 
in place. The advantage of having it 
in this way is the convenience in filling 
it from either side. The sheep have t() 
cat from the top, and they cannot get 
the seed and dirt in the wool on their 
head and neck. 


As all parts of the l-ack are rounded 


and made smooth the slieep do not rub 
off the wool from their necks and be- 
come ragged. If it were not for teaching 
the sheep to jump, the rack need not 
be made so hi^h, but it is better that 
they should never get; In the habit of 
jumping, as It Is very injurious to them 
..nd might be the cause of losing many 
lambs. 


Foot *nd Month DUenie. 


The Vmnont station has sent out a 


statement in regard to the foot and 
mouth .disease, rwhich is now causing 
so much alarm in New England. From 
tills it appears that the beginning of 
the disease is marked by dullness, 
shivering and loss of appetite, followed 
by high fevor. Blisters appear in and 
nroutul the mouth, which in time burst. 
A yellowish, ropy, blood stained saliva 
oozes from the mouth, which ulcerates 
and brcomcs so raw and sore as to 
cause the animal groat suffering. More 
or less ulceration or soreness of the ud- 
der and teat s may occur. The milk 
flow generally stops early in the at- 
tack. When the feet are attacked, the 
nnimal moves them uneasily about 
When the fever subsides, the affected 
parts peel off. Tin- attack lasts about 
two weeks and does not fiivo immunity, 
as animals may have four or five at' 
t.icks in the course of tlio year. 


Other authorities add that, while the 


disease seldom proves fatal, the after 
effects are lasting and sea-ions, anil 
sheep nnd swine suffer more acutely 
from it than cattle. 


The P by nil-ill Condition of the Soil. 


However important is the presence 


of the plant food ingredients in tlio 
soil, the fundamentally needful point is 
the proper physical condition, without 
which no amount of fertilization or 
natural productiveness is of any a\ail. 
All understand the need of moisture, 
but unless care is taken to .see that it 
gets where it will do the most good and 
that the roots can perform their func 
tions In the depths of the soil water, 
work and fertilizers 
may 
alike be

The experiments to ascertain the per- 
eiit:n:e of petroleum required to kill 
tl-e hibernating scales also gave uni- 
form results. The 25 per cent emul- 
ion fnileJ to affect the scales material- 
ly, while the 40 per cent and higher 
percentages killed them in every in- 
stance. 


Taken as a whole, these experiments 


indicate the following: 


First.— Vigorous trees are probably 


less liable to injury by crude petroleum 
than weak ones. 


Second.— Peach and plum trees are 


more sensitive to crude petroleum than 


ples, cherries or pears. 
Third.— There is less danger of injury 


if trees are sprayed in early 'spring 
than during the fall or winter. 


Fourth.— The 23 per cent emulsion of 


crude petroleum and water cannot be 
depended upon to kill the hibernating 
scales in the latitude of western New 
York, while the 40 per cent has proved 
efficient. 


Fifth.— Much pains should be taken 


to avoid overdrenching the trees. Only 
enough of the emulsion 'should be ap- 
plied to wet the bark evenly and thor- 
oughly. 


Washes. — The resin lime mixture and 


government whitewash did not adhere 
to the trees well and apparently had 
but little effect on tbe scales.— W. H.

the snow our roads do not drift as batl- 
ly ;:s formerly. Yet even now the snow- 
drift is the worst feature of our coun- 
try roads and the most difficult problem 
with which we have to contend in keep- 
ing them open during the winter. 


Ko Sliovcllnc. 


When using a roller, it should be re- 


membered that a shovel is not to be 
used cxc?pt when absolutely necessary. 
Sometimes a drift will be so much 
higher on one side of the road than the 
other that it is necessziry to use a shov- 
el in order to make the road level. 
Sometimes, espeeially on tbe brow of a 
hill, a drift will be so high and so .gteep 
that it is necessary to cut off the top 
and til! in the bottom in order to make 
a passable grade, but in no other case 
should any shqveling be done. It may 
be necvssary to tramp the snow so as 
to nuike paths for the horses, but the 
roller should be driven over the top of 
the snow. The main point in using a 
roller is to keep it on the top of tlie 
snow and to roll down each successive 
fall. 


Inadvisable Management. 


Last winter in a neighboring town I 


saw a trench 3 feet deep, 12 feet wide 
and 20 rods long that lind been shov- 
eled through a drift in order to make 
an easy passage for the roller. The 
next storm filled the trench, and then, 
banking against the snow that had 
bcL-n thrown out, another drift was 
made on the top of the first. The shov- 
eling process was repeated after each 
storm until the drift had attained a 
height of nearly ten feet, when the 
road was abandoned. Xow, this drift 
attained its full height during the first 
storm, and bad it-been rolled down and 
the road made on its top it would have 
increased in height only according to 
the fall of snow, and there would have 
been a good road over it all winter.— 
American Agriculturist.

A HANDY SAWBUCK. 


Convenient and Steady For Both 


CroHKcat nnd Back Saw! us. 


For sawing limbs and poles light 


enough to bardie and yet too heavy-<c 
saw with a bucksaw I have used a 
sawbuck about four feet long made 
upon the plan of connecting two horses 
with three cross rods. We had worn 
out two in the last dozen years, and

about a month ago I built a combina- 
tion buck wnich was convenient for 
both crosscut and buck sawing, says a 
writer in Ohio Farmer. It is shown in 
the figure. It is made of 2 by 4 oak 
scantling halved together, and the two 
nearest X's are only twelve inches 
apart from outside to outside. Our 
range takes wood seventeen inches 
long, and I put the supports near 
enough together so that I c.m saw out- 
side the end tind not have the saw 
pinch. This would be inconvenient, and 
the buck would tip endwise if it were 
not for the third X, which gives sup- 
port to lon,« sticks and makes buck 
sawing much pleasanter, as much of 
thj fatigue in this kind of work comes 
from keeping in place the sticks that 
arc being sawed. 


The buck is ^-1 inches high to where 


the wood re.-is and 4f> inches long. The 
long logs of tho X's are 48 Inches. Such 
a buck stays wiicro it is put and is very 
convenient until time to store it. By 
having the cross rods held in placo by 
lag screws put^in from tlie underside 
the X's cun be separated and laid away 
in small compass. 


THE PECAN. 


southwest into Mexico, and seems to 
prefer a moist rich soil. It is success- 
fully grown, however, in many other 
states and on a variety of soils. The 
ilichigau station reports that pecan 
trees obtained from Iowa uuts J'ave 
grown well at tlae South Haven sub- 
station since 1SOO and proved entirely 
hardy. The Stuart pecan from Ttxas, 
however, has required protection to 
prevent its killing back each winter. 


Generally pecans will not be commer- 


cially successful north of parallel 40. 
Pecan nuts are grown on a commercial 
scale iu California, and orchards have 
been planted in a number of southern 
states. Texas and Louisiana at pres- 
ent furnish ttie bulk of tbe annual 
crop, mostly from nath e trees. 


Florida is believed to be well adapted 


to the growth of pecans, especially in 
the western and northern parts, and 
there seercs to be opportunity for a con- 
siderable extension of the 
industry. 


Trees grow in Florida on a number cf 
soils, varying from the black hummock 
to the less,, fertile high pine lands. On 
the richer soil the trees seem to develop 
wood at the expense of the fruit, while 
on poor soils the trees make loss wood 
and bear more t'ruit. A Georgia grower 
stated that he bad found sandy loam 
soils with'a clay subsoil the best for 
pecans. 


WHTS of tbe Apple Growers. 


' One prominent eastern apple grower 
has insistently proclaimed, "If you 
\vant large apples, cultivate your or- 
chards." 


Another declares with equal empha- 


sis, "If you want good apples—good 
crops and good color—keep your or- 
chards in sou and graze them with 
sheep." 


And now a third points out that the

the columns of the daily papers local 
unions should hold meetings and devise 
means whereby the daily output- of the 
mines may be increased. These efforts 
should be continued until the weather 
moderates and the great necessity for 
fuel shall have passed." 


A tittle Surprise. 


A London dispatch says that Georga 


M. Barnes, secretary of the Amalga- 
mated Society of Engineers and one ot 
the British labor commissioners who 
recently visited the United States with 
Mr. llosely, has made public some of 
his impressions, which rather sunwise 
those who have had experience on both 
sides of the Atlantic. Mr. Barnes says 
of the labor conditions of the two coun- 
tries that, so i'ar as wages are con- 
cerned, England lags considerably, but 
that in every other respect the com- 
parison is in her favor. 


"The most noticeable drawbacks in 


America," he said, "are tlie congested 
character of the workshops, tlio disre- 
gard, for the comfort or the workers 
and tbe bad sanitation. I am persuaded 
that on the whole the workmanship of 
the American mechanic is Inferior to 
that of bis British cousin. This, how- 
ever, is not so observable in the engi- 
neering industry as in others. 


"With regard to working hours, as a 


rule tboy are longer than in England, 
especially in the engineering trade, but, 
as I have indicated, the wages are 
higher. 


"With regard to tbe social conditions 


of the American workman, I think they 
are considerably less pleasant than 
those prevailing iu this country." 


Florists' Fertilizer For Roses. 


William Stewart of tho Indiana agri- 


cultural experiment station has recom- 
mended the following general formula 
for use Iii rose growing: Superphos- 
phate, 100 pounds; sulphate of am- 
monia, 13 pounds; nitrate of soda, 31 
pounds; sulphate of potash. 2(j pounds. 
Use at the rate of one ounce to ono 
gallon of water and apply once each 
week at tho rate of two quarts pel- 
square yard of bench surface.

Cliiia Labor In TCcw Yorlc. 


A remarkable revelation*of child la- 


bor in this cit*y is about to be made 
which many who have studied the 
matter declare will show that more 
child labor exists in Xew Yorlc than in 
all the-states of the south combined. It 
will be a revocation of children put to 
work under the legal age through the 
widespread perjury of parents; of chil- 
dren growing up illiterate under the 
shadow of New York's great public 
schools; of children stunted in mind 
and body by hard worlcand long hours 
in their growing years and of a whole 
host of "outlaw" cluldren protected by 
no law whatever. 


The facts on which this revelation Is 


based have been gathered in the last 
six months by the child labor commit- 
tee of Xcw York. Last May the settle- 
ment workers of the city organized for 
taking concerted action on the child la- 
bor question. A child labor committee 
was appointed, with Robeit Hunter, 
head of tho University Settlement, as 
chairman. This committee has since bo- 
come an independent body backed by 
about 100 of the strongest philanthro- 
pists and reformers in New York.—Xew 
York Tribune.
